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STRIKING RAILROAD MEN DE- 
TERMINED TO HAVE EIGHT 
MONTHS’ BACK PAY. 


CAPTURED AN EXPRESS TRAIN 


‘And Ran It Up on a Side Track, as 
They Propose to Do All Trains, 
Until They Get Their Money. 


LEBANON, Ind., Jan. 25.—The first seri- 
ous trouble caused by the striking employes 
of the Chicago & Southeastern Railway Co, 
occurred here at 7 o’clock yesterday even- 
ing, when the west-bound express train was 
seized by the strikers and side-tracked. 
Notice was served on the railway officials 
Saturday that unless the eight months’ 
back wages due to the-men were forth- 
coming before ‘noon yesterday no trains 
would be permitted to pass through Leb- 


anon, 

A telegram purporting to come from 
President Crawford, stating that the wages 
would arrive via the Big Four at noon was 
exhibited to them and it was agreed to 
wait. Neither president nor money ma- 
terialized. 

When the west-bound express No. 3 ar- 
rived four strikers met the train at the 
Big Four crossing, mounted the cab and 
ordered Engineer Jones and Fireman Jos, 
Miller to climb back onto the tender. Their 
orders were obeyed and the intruders ran 
the train to the west end of the yards, 
where it was side-tracked. The engine was 
detached amd run around to the round- 
house. The fire was drawn, the throttle 
removed, and the engine otherwise dis- 
abled. 

Probably 40 through passengers were 
aboard the train when the strikers took 
possession. To these the hospitality of the 
strikers and of every hotel and lodging- 
house in the city has been offered. 

Only one freight train was started over 
the road yesterday, and in some manner, 
as yet unexplained, it landed in the ditch 
at Sand Creek, 40 miles west of here. The 
local vards are in the complete control of 
the strikers and no effort was made to get 
out trains last night. The police force is 
entirely itadequate to cope with them, and 
has so nottfied the company’s officials, 
Public sentiment is overwhelmingly in 
favor of the strikers and they are receiving 
financial as well as the moral support of 
the community. It has been several months 
since they have received pay and more than 
eight months’ back pay is due to most of 
them. The strikers have issued a written 
proclamation to the public to the effect that 
their families are practically starving.

CURRENCY REFORMERS 


MONETARY CONFERENCE AT IN- 
DIANAPOLIS OPENS WITH 
GOOD ATTENDANCE. 


ADDRESSED BY GOV. SHAW. 


Object Is to Discuss and Ratify the Re- 
port Prepared by the Commit- 
tee Named Last Year. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. %.—The mon- 
etary conference which opened in this city 
to-day is the result of a movement started 
by the Indianapolis Board of Trade a little 
more than one year ago. This body took 
upon itself the inauguration of a movement 
whose primary purpose was monetary re- 
form. Without any assurance that the ob- 
ject of its endeavors would be realized in 
a national sense the Board of Trade issued 
invitations to commercial organizations of 
the Central West, which brought together 
the nucleus on which to-day’s national con- 
vention rests. 

The cities sending representatives to the 
first conference were Cincinnati, Chicago, 
Cleveland, Columbus, ‘Grand Rapids, St. 
Louis, Indlanapolis, Louisville, Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis, St. Paul and Toledo. 

This conference determined to call a gen- 
eral convention of the trade and commer- 
chal organizations: of the country to meet 
in Indianapolis Jan. 12, 1897, to consider the 
currency. question in a nonpartisan way. 
In response to this call there assembled in 
Indianapolis on the date named 30) dele 
gates representing the business interests of 
108 cities in 27 States. 

Following the instructions of this con- 
vention a committee of 11 was selected to 
formulate a currency reform plan. 

After months of evidence and discussion 
in Washington this committee completed 
its report. which was made public Jan. 3. 
This committee was as follows: Kx-Senaetor 
George F. Edmugds of Vermont; Charles A. 
Fairchild of New York, ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury; C. Stuart Paterson of Philadel- 
phia, who was President of the monetary 
convention last January; J. W. Fries of 
Salem. N. C.: T. C. Bush of Anniston, Ala.: 
George E. Leighton of St. Louls; W. B. 
Dean of St. Paul; R. S. Taylor of Fort 
Wayne; Louis A. Garnett of San Francisco; 
Prof. J. L. Laughlin of Chicago, and Stuy- 
vesant Fish of New York. 

To-day’s convention. which is much larger 
than the first, was called for the purpose of 
slubmitting the plan and securing its adop- 
tion. 

The convention was welcomed to the State 
by Gov. Mount. Gov. Lesile M. Shaw of 
Iowa presided, and C. Stuart Patterson sub- 
mitted the report of the Committee of Elec- 
tion. In taking charge of the convention 
Gov. Shaw delivered an address.

HE’ HAS FORTY HORSES NOW. 


He Will Dispose cf These Very Soon 
and Devote Himself to the 
Breeding Business. 


Word came from San Francisco this 
morning that Barney Schreiber, the well- 
known St. Louis bookmaker and owner, 
intended retiring from the turf in so far as 
running any more horses is concerned. 


In fact, a letter from San’ Francisco says 
out and out that Schreiber has announced 
his intention of permanently retiring from 
the ownership of a racing stable and de- 
clared that this will be the last season 
that his colors will be seen on the turf. 

Schreiber has some 40 horses in train- 
ing, which he will dispose of during the 
present year, devoting himself hereafter 
solely to bookmaking and _.o breeding. 
Schreiber argues that a breeder who is 
racing places himself at a disadvantage 
with the purchasing public when he comes 
to sell. E. J. Baldwin's recent experience 
is pointing a moral and adorning a tale, 


“T would rather win a selling race in 
America than a big race anywhere else,’’ 
said Fred Taral, “Il will be able to ride at 
109 pounds when the racing begins. J have 
been taking plenty of exercise this winter 
and never felt better in my life. 1 sup- 
pose there will be about W horses in the 
Bromley string this year, so I am sure of 
plenty of riding. I don’t know when the 
stable will come East, but it will be here 
in time to meet its Pastern engagements.,’’ 


A dispatch from Springfield, Ill., says: 
“Representative Carmody of Cook intro- 
duced a 45-day racing bill in the House toa- 
day, and Senator Fitzpatrick presented a 
similar measure in the Senate this after- 
noon. Briefly described, the bill provides 
that all race traeks shall pay 5 per cent of 
their gross gate receipts to the treasurer 
of the county in which they are located. 
After deducting the cost of collecting other 
taxes, the treasurer shall turn the balance 
over to the State.

FEATURES OF THE FORCES.

Promised That a Torpedo Flotilla Will 
Visit St. Louis in the 


Spring. 


There will be an important meeting at 
the Armory Thursday evening. The object 
is to form a battalion of naval militia for 
St. Louis, and there is every reason to be- 
lieve the projectors will succeed in placing 
such an organization on foot. 

Fred H. Hunicke has been the most active 
in arranging the details and preliminaries, 
and he believes a body of men can be got 
together of which St. Louis will be proud. 
Mr. Hlunicke was formerly a naval officer 
and saw six years’ active service. He will 
undoubtedly be chosen commander by a/| 
unanimous vote, and jhis experience ‘will en- 

able him to rapidly change the recruits into 

efficient reserves. Speaking of his plans for 

the organization Mr, Hunicke said Tuesday: 

“The Navy Department furnishes all arms 

upon application from the Adjutant-Genaral 

of the State. “hese various items consist 

of full infantry outfit, rapid-fire guns, 

Howitzers, cutlasses, revolvers, etc.; boats 

complete for distant service. I havea letter 

from ithe Assistant Secretary assuring me 

that the department will send up the Mis- 

sissipp: River a flotilla of torpedo boats for 

the purpose of drilling such naval reserve 

battalions as are located along this river. 

Alton, Quincy and Moline each have a di- 

vision, and will require this opportunity 

at tho earliest time to perfect knowledge 

of torpecoes, submar.ne mining and especi- 

aily river defense W ork.”° 

The establishment of this battalion here 

will undoubtedly appeal to St. Louisians, 

both because of the novelty and because of 

the men who are interested in the plan. 

It would be a unique event to have tor- 

pedo boats practicing off the levee and a 

sight that would attract thousands. 

Mr. Hunicke has already tte assurance 

from enough young men to form one @°tv)s- 

ion and there is little doubt but the full com- 

plement will be secured by Thursday even- 

ing. 

The naval militia is now organized in 17 

States, as follows: Massachusetts, Rhode 

lzland, Connecticut, New York, Pennsyl- 

vania, Maryland, North Carolina, South 

Carolina, Georgia, California, Illinois; Mich- 

igan, New Jersey, Louisiana, Ohio, Florida 

and Virginia. 

All matters relating to the naval militia 

come under the cognizance of the Assistant 

Secretary of the Navy. The Navy Depart- 

ment transacts its business with this branch 

of the service through the Governors of the 

States and the Adjutant-Generals. 

The duty of the naval militia in time of 

war will be to man the coast and harbor 

defense vessels, thus: leaving free the regu- 

lar force to carry on offensive operations at 

sea. The naval militia will also operate in 

boat squadrons with torpedoes against any 

hostile fleet. The members may also be 

called upon to serve on transports.

CHIEF OPERATOR OF THE POSTAL 

TELEGRAPH TALKS OF LAT-. 
EST DISCOVERIES, 


ESCAPE FROM  DYNAMOS. 


He Does Not Believe Such Fluid Can Be 
Recovered and Used 
Again. 


Electricians are still coming forward 
with stories as to Bell Telephone Manager 
IDurant’s discovery of the peculiar action 
of electrical currents which are diverted 
from the rails of the street car lines. 

D. B. Grandy, chief operator of the Postal 
Telegraph Co., cites two instances from 
his own experience, which would seem to 
show that similar stray currents escape 
from grounded dynamos in light and power 
stations. 

“The Postal Telegraph Co.,” said Mr. 


Grandy, ‘Shas a branch office at the works 
‘of the Hoyt Metal Co., 4153 Clayton road, 
where one of its city wires terminates, be- 
ing put to earth there by an attachment to 
E water pipe. For five or six years a com- 
paratively constant current of an average 
otential of 20 volts has been flowing from 
“ourth and Olive to this pipe. The polar- 
ity is negative, which would indicate that 
the current ig caused by some dynamo in 
that vicinity, as the negative pole of a dy- 
namo is the one usually put to ground, 

“During the high water of 1892 one of our 
Springfield wires was broken just north of 
the Merchants’ Bridge, and the end lay in 
10 or 15 feet of water, yet we-got a current 
of 15 or 20 volts from the bottom of the 
river for a month or more. 

“These so-called leakages from the return 
wires of dynamos a@re not a source of loss 
of current by the wires any more than the 
use of water, after it has passed through 
One turbine or over one water wheel, and 
is utilized to drive another igs a loss to the 
first wheel. The effect of an electric gen- 
erator, with its negative pole connected to 
earth, is to create a difference of potential 
at that point between the machine and the 
earth, and as an electrical vacuum, like any 
other kind, is abhorred by nature, she re- 
stores the equilibrium at that point. There 
is a movement of currents from every di- 
rection towards the point where the 
vacuum exists, 

“As earth and rocks are comparatively 
poor conductors, any metallic paths such 
as water or gas mains will be utilized by 
these currents in their journey towards the 
vacuum. The action may be campared to 
that set up in pumping out a well. As soon 
as the water falls below its normal level in 
the well, there is a movement of water 
from every vein and crevice in the earth in 
the vicinity of the well to seek the normal 
level, and if the capacity of the pump is 
not greater than that of the water veins 
which supply the well, the water will come 
in as fast as pumped out. When I attach 
a wire to earth at Fourth and Olive, the 
other end of which is attached to the 
waterpipe in the vicinity of the Missouri 
Railroad Co.’s power-house, the higher po- 
tent-al at my end gives rise to a current 
towards the vacuum or lower potential 
created by the earth connection of the dy- 
namos at the power house. 

“The current is a manifestation of na- 
ture's efforts to restore the equilbrium which 
is being disturbed by the generators. Where 
the dynamo currents are returned to earth, 
as through the motors of cars, the po.en- 
tial of the earth is raised above the nor- 
mal, and there is a dispersion of currents 
in every direction from such points. A large 
portion finds its way, by the easiest routes, 
to any point where there is a tendency to 
an electrical vacuum, but the current given 
out by a generator need not necessarily re- 
turn to the generator as the same identical 
current. That it does not, is, I think proven 
by the fact that the whole busi- 
ness section of the city, where 
the street car trolley wires, which 
are positive, is in a state of higher 
potential than the surrounding country. 
If I ground a wire at Alton, Edwardsville, 
Manchester or other point within 20 or 30 
miles of St. Louis, and put it to earth here, 
I get a very noticeable current flowing from 
the city towards the distant point. 

“This can only be @xplained by the fact 
that the positive electricity, which is being 
constantly discharged to earth down town 
by the numerous trolley wires of the street 
railways, does not all return to its source 
at the power-houses, but a small part at 
least is diffused, the deficiency in potential 
at the earth connection of the generators 
being made up by the general] flow from all 
directions towards the point of low poten- 
tial created at the generator. 

‘That there are earth currenta of enor- 
mous strength and volume there is no 
doubt. The heating power of the sun, act- 
ing on the earth as it turns on its axis, 
would be sufficient to set up thermal cur- 
rents in the earth's crust of inconceivable 
magnitude. That the comparatively feeble 
currents due to slight differences of poten- 
tial between points on the earth’s surface, 
can ever be utilized to any advantage seems 
to me quite improbable.”

The building 
where the session wi!l take place has not 
been selected, but it is likely the Olympic 
Theater will be chosen.
